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1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Miyaki et al. f teaches a solenoid operated secondary valve 40 
that controls the opening and closing of the primary valve 47 but discloses to open to 
provide high pressure flow into gallery 4 and thereby does not teach the prevention of 
opening the primary valve to provide high pressure flow into the control gallery as 
claimed. Holborow teaches a bypass conduit 89 to provide a low pressure flow into a 
control gallery 33, but does not teach the primary valve 38 to open to provided a low 
pressure flow and to close to provide a high pressure flow in the control gallery as 
claimed because when valve 38 opens the full high pressure fluid is allowed to flow from 
31 into 33. Breyer, Mito et al., and Massie teach other valves with multiple flow 
patterns. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a compound valve with adjacent primary and secondary valves 
with the secondary valve being controlled to open and close the primary valve as 
claimed so that when the primary valve is open bypass oil is allowed to flow through the 
primary valve and a flow of low pressure oil reaches the control gallery and when the 
primary valve is closed a high pressure flow of oil reaches the control gallery.
